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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 20 May 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicant argues Walker does not teach displaying the game outcome and the 
entertainment content on the same display. This is not the case. Walker clearly describes 
presenting the game reels (Col 7, 19-23) and the multimedia information (Col 7, 57-61) on video 
display (346). Furthermore, Walker teaches use of a virtual reality headset to display game 
results and multimedia premium entertainment. (Col 7, 62 - Col 8, 3) As is well known to the 
art, a virtual reality headset presents a single display to the player. Thus Walker clearly teaches 
displaying game results on the same screen as multimedia entertainment content. 

Furthermore, Walker teaches that the player must meet minimum play requirements to 
continue to get access to the multimedia entertainment. Figs 7 A & B show the casino 
establishing a link to the multimedia content and then continuing to monitor the level of play 
(step 750) in order to determine if the link should be maintained. Thus the player must continue 
to play the game while the multimedia content is displayed, and, since Walker teaches displaying 
the game results and the multimedia content on the same display, it is obvious to place the 
information in separate windows to avoid player confusion.
